The reader will have noticed that the characters in this series 
are named after gemstones. The word kongo literally means 
“gold (or metal) hardness,” and has significance in Japanese 
Buddhism. It is related to the Sanskrit word vajra, which 
means both “diamond” and “thunderbolt,” and represents 
indestructibility. Kong5 is part of the word for “diamond,” 
but is also used to refer to extremely hard substances, not 
limited to diamonds, similar to the English word “adamant.”
